Helped South 


to a New Day 


The morning papers report the 
nth. Sunday in Mobile, Ala., of 


JMlwnid M. Mnyo, 77, who is cred- 
ited with being the first man to 
make sulphate paper pulp from 
Southern pine. 


He made his first successful pulp 
'run" at Orange, Texas, in 1011, 
later becoming production manager 
lor till the Southern mills of the 
Kraft corporation. 


Years later, at Savannah, Ga., 
the late Dr. Charles H. Herty fol- 
lowed Mr. Mayo's discovery by 
producing newsprint pulp 
from 


pine— opening up to the South the 
lurthcr market of supplying to the 
nation's 
newspaper 
the 
coarse 
white paper on which they 
arc 
printed. 


The first test run on Hcrly pine 


uncwsprlnt was made by 
nine 


Georgia dailies in 1333, and this 
writer obtained and kept on exhibit 
at The Star office for many months 
a complete file of the Georgia test 
papers. 


In 1040 the first mill in 
the 


world 
using the Hcrty 
process 
opened 
for business at 
Lufkin, 


Texas, and The Star was a char- 
ger contract-holder. 
Our renders 
know that the Hcrty sheet Is a good 
one, having seen it tested by their 
own newspaper 
continuously for 
six years. 


The 
Lufkin 
mill has been in- 
creased in size, and a second news- 
print mill is cither projected or 
building in Alabama. 


But all of this may have started 
back in 1911 when the late Mr. 
Mayo made his first 
discovery 


about the possibilities of Southern 
pine in the manufacture of white 
papers— a market formerly sup- 


lied by Northern spruce. 
The South owes Mr. Mayo a 
great debt, for in such technolog- 
ical advances lies the future of our 
section.

Wnshington, April 1 — (/P)—The 
Supreme Court today upheld con- 
stitutionalily of the "death sen- 
tence" clause of the public utility 
holding company act. 


The clause requires 
interstate 
gas and electric holding companies 
to limit their operations to a sin- 
gle, 
integrated system. 


The court ruled on an appeal 


by the giant North American Com- 
pany from an order by the Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commission. 
SEC directed North American to 
divest itself of all but one on its 
securities systems. 


Justice 
Murphy delivered 
the 


court's 6-0 decision. Justices Doug- 
las, Reed and Jackson disqualified 
themselves, leaving a bare legal 
quorum of six judges to decide the 
case. 


North American was 
organized 
in 1890. It has engaged in acquir- 
ing and holding 
for 
investment 


slocks -and other securities, prin- 
cipally in Hie clcclric utility iicld. 
Its system consisted of 80 com- 
panies operating in 17 stales and 
the District of Columbia. The main 
office is in New York City. 
The company said the SEC or- 


der, issued in 1942, required it to 
dispose of assets which cost about 
$190,000,000. SEC told North Amer- 
ican to confine its activities to a 
system in the St. Louis area.

Defendant Is 
Upheld by 
High Court 


Litle Rock, April 1 —(/P)— The 


Arkansas Supreme Court ruled to- 
day that a litigant who injects in- 
competent testimony into a 
suit 


cannot complain when the oppos- 
'ng litigant docs likewise. 


The ruling was contained in an 


opinion by Associate Justice R. W. 
ilobins upholding a Craighcad cir- 
cuit decree for 
Charles 
Lamb, 


uamb was sued by A. H. Eaves 
n behalf of his 12-year-old daugh- 
ter, Wanda, for injuries 
suffered 


when struck by Lamb's truck Jan. 
1G, 1945. 


Eaves' appeal was based on the 
contention that the circuit 
court 


had erred in allowing witnesses to 
testify for Lamb that the child "on 
numerous other occasions x x xhad 
run in front of cars 
driven 
by 
these witnesses." 


"In the first place, when 
this 


testimony was olfcred by appellee 
(Lamb), appellant had already in- 
troduced testimony relating to the 
same mater," the court said. 


"Where one party introduces in- 
competent testimony, he 
cannot 


complain of the action of the court 
in allowing the other party to in; 
troducc the same character of evi- 
dence directed to the same point 
at issue "

Black Market Operations 
With Navy Supplies Charged 
in Investigation at Hawaii 


Honolulu, April 1 
(UP)— A 


five-month investigation of alleged 
gambling, black market and em- 
bezzlement activities in the 14th 
Naval Dsritict has turned up what 
an authoritative source termed the 
"most sordid chapter in the navy's 
wartime history," the Honolulu Ad- 
vertiser said today. 


The 
Advertiser's 
informant, 
whose name can not now be re- 
vealed, said sensational evidence 
of the asserted irregularities has 
been sent to Washington following 
an investigation conducted by Rear 
Adm. A. K. Doyle, of the navy in- 
spector's division. 


The investigation was 
touched 


off by Col. Ivan 
C. 
Stickney, 


USMC, who in February 1944, dis- 
covered 1,400 pounds of meal and 
520 pounds of navy butter in 
a 


locker at marine barracks at the 
pahu naval air depot, the Adver- 
tiser said. The foodstuffs were la- 
belled with a naval officers name 
and the marking "do not take," 
the paper added. 
The 
investigation includes 
at 
least five major allegations, 
the 


Advertiser said.

was listed next. Finally, the

vestigation was said to embrace 
embezzlement of 
"thousands 
of 
dollars" of ships stores and mer- 
chandise, notably from the subma- 
rine base at Pearl Harbor. 


It was not known how long the 
investigation will continue, but the

Unfortunately the Germans have 
found more than a little encourage- 
ment for hostility in the differences 
of viewpoint which have cropped 
up from time to time among the 
Allies.

taken further hope from what they 
thought were signs of a weakening 
of American determination to con- 
tinue the military occupation over 
a long period of years. 


However, these Nazi hopes can 
be crushed by Allied solidarity and 
a demonstration-that we have ho 
intention of abandoning the pro- 
gram of occupation until Germany 
is reformed. That will take at least 
a generation, in the view of Allied 
experts, and it may require even 
longer.

limited victory in Sunday's Greek 
election, incomplete returns 
indi- 
cated today, but failed to record 
an overwhelming 
demand for the 
return of King George of the Hel- 
lenes. 


Populist leaders, who advocated 
a quick plebescite for the king's re- 
turn to the throne, conceded that 
returns failed to fulfill their expec- 
tations of a major victory. 
Returns indicated that the Popu- 
lists polled about twice the vote of 
any other participating party, but 
the total 
Populist 
strength 
was 


roughly equal to the combined vot- 
ing power of the liberal party and 
national pplitical union. 
Informed 
quarters believed that a rightist- 
center coalition would result, and a 
plebescite on King George 
would 
be delayed until 1948. 
Greek voters apparently rejected 


both the left and extreme right in 
generally orderly voting. 
Despite strenuous appeals by the 
EAM Left-wing coalition to boycot 
the election,.an estimated GO to 70 
percent of the eligible voters cast 
ballots. There were no left - wing 
canididates, 


The extreme right, represented 
by the militant monarchist organi- 
zation called "X", was roundly de- 
feated. It • polled only a few hun- 
dred ivotes. 
Ninety districts' in Athens and 38 
districts in Salonika gave the Popu- 
lists 33,593, the Liberals 15,022 and 
the National Political Union 14.-114.

obscure. It appeared that an aver-

I am for South Arkansas 
institutions; farming, business, in- 
dustrial, financial, educational, and 
religious. One thing seems clear 
in the confusion: We will all be 
prosperous together, or not pros- 
perous together. To keep employ- 
ment and income high and to keep 
us working together is the main 
thing.; 


"My campaign will be run as a 
man who has been on a soldier's 
income. No one is running me as 
his special candidate. I am com- 
pletely dependent on my friends, 
who taken together, represent the 
whole community.

There our main hope lies, and that 
is where the Allies are concentrat- 
ing heavily.

HoVyever, the occupation authori- 
ties are up against a great handi- 
cap because; while the children are 
friendly enough and are receptive 
to the'proper m training in their 
schools, they have to be sent home 
to parents who belong, to the Hit- 
lerized group. Thus, it's bound to 
come about that' many children's 
minds will.be 'contaminated 
by 
their fathers and mothers, who will 
use every means to undo the Al- 
lied teaching.

So much .for this dangerous Hit- 
ler youth movement, but it would-be 
a mistake-.to think that this is the 
sole source of support for the -re- 
vival of Nazism.'The Prussianmili- 
tarists,' whose -only interesrin Hr?- 
lerism wa% that it filed in

their chemes for expansion of the 
reich by conquest, will do their 
utmost to 'unhorse the Allies, v 


Apropos of this, when I was :"a.t 
the war crimes trials at Nuernburg 
a short lime ago I reported to you 
that the defense of former Rei'chs> 
marshal Herman Goering and some 
other prominent figures was direc- 
ted fully as much toward white- 
washing the Hitler 
regime 
a.s 
towards 
securing 
acquital 
'for 
those in the dock. In-fact it strikes 
me that Goering is quite resigned 
to conviction and is devoting 'his 
energy 
towards 
vindicating 'his 
government and thereby providing 
propaganda for a restoration. 
'."-- 


The youth movement plot isn't 
surprising, of course, for 
it 
has 
been in the cards all along. And^it 
isn't the last thing of 
its 
kind 


which we shall see, because it's na- 
tural for a beaten people to try'.'to 
overthrow their conquerors. You 
can see the threat of this in the 
sullen and .often bitter looks you 
get from many Germans. 


Unfortunately the Germans have 
found more than a little encourage- 
ment for hostility in the differences 
of viewpoint which have cropped 
up from time to time among the 
Allies. Then the 
Hitlerites 
have 
taken further hope from what they 
thought were signs of a weakening 
of American determination to con- 
tinue the military occupation over 
a long period of years. 


However, these Nazi hopes can 
be crushed by Allied solidarity and 
a demonstration-that we have ho 
intention of abandoning the pro- 
gram of occupation until Germany 
is reformed. That will take at least 
a generation, in the view of Allied 
experts, and it may require even 
longer.

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Middle Road 
Policy Wins 
in Greek Vote

Athens, 
April 
1 —(UP) —The 
Royalist Populist 
party 
won 
a 


limited victory in Sunday's Greek 
election, incomplete returns 
indi- 
cated today, but failed to record 
an overwhelming 
demand for the 
return of King George of the Hel- 
lenes. 


Populist leaders, who advocated 
a quick plebescite for the king's re- 
turn to the throne, conceded that 
returns failed to fulfill their expec- 
tations of a major victory. 
Returns indicated that the Popu- 
lists polled about twice the vote of 
any other participating party, but 
the total 
Populist 
strength 
was 


roughly equal to the combined vot- 
ing power of the liberal party and 
national pplitical union. 
Informed 
quarters believed that a rightist- 
center coalition would result, and a 
plebescite on King George 
would 
be delayed until 1948. 
Greek voters apparently rejected 


both the left and extreme right in 
generally orderly voting. 
Despite strenuous appeals by the 
EAM Left-wing coalition to boycot 
the election,.an estimated GO to 70 
percent of the eligible voters cast 
ballots. There were no left - wing 
canididates, 


The extreme right, represented 
by the militant monarchist organi- 
zation called "X", was roundly de- 
feated. It • polled only a few hun- 
dred ivotes. 
Ninety districts' in Athens and 38 
districts in Salonika gave the Popu- 
lists 33,593, the Liberals 15,022 and 
the National Political Union 14.-114. 
Both liberals 
and 
the 
National 
Political Union showed unexpected 
strength. 
i 


The exact extent extent and sig-' 


nificance of the abstentions was' 
obscure. It appeared that an aver- 
age of 50 per cent of the voters 
boycoted the polls in 
the 
EAM 
strongholds of 
northern 
Greece, 
heeding the EAM charges that ihe 
election was unfair and loaded with ! 
Illegal voting lists. 
i 
In some conservative districts in I 


the Athens and 
southern 
areas, I 
there were only 20 per cent absten- 
tions. 


Also pushed into eclipse was the 
Democratic 
National 
Union. 
(EDES) led by Gen. Napoleon Zer-1 
vas. 
The 
strongly 
Nationalist 
Royalist 
group, 
which 
fought 
against EAM forces in the 
civil 
strife of December 1944, 
polled 
only a handful of votes. 
Premier Themistocles 
Sofoulis, 
aged leader of the Liberal party, 
and four other cabinet ministers 
were reelectcd members of Parlia- 
ment from their districts. The bal- 
loting was'for seats in the National 
legislature, not for a list of nation- 
al candidates. 


An 
authoritative

source estimated that abstentions 
from the polls, urged by the EAM 
parties, averaged 
40 
per 
cent 


throughout Greece. The absentions 
exceeded 60 per cent 
in 
some 
strongly left-wing 
districts, 
and 
approximately 20 per cent in other 
conservative areas. 
Aproximately 20 persons were 
killed during the election weekend, 
most, of them before 
the 
polls 
opened Sunday morning. Neverthe- 
less,- the voting generally was or- 
derly despite high pressure cam- 
paigning and propaganda 
efforts 
both from those parties participat- 
ing and those abstaining. 
.,- An 
official 
communique 
said 
eight gendarmes were killed and 
eight; others were missing, pre- 
sumed -dead, in a clash with so- 
called Communists at Litochorn, 
near Salonika, Saturday night. One 
man was killed in a clash at the 
polls 
in 
Angelochoke, 
northern 
Greece, and three died Saturday 
afternoon in the Peloponnesus. 
Greek troops patrolled the streets 
Greek trops patrolled the streets 
and guarded the polls. 


A force of 240 .Allied observer 
teams including American, British 
and French personnel witnessed the 
balloting and vote counting. The 
British foreign office 
announced 
that the 'mission will release its 
report on the freedom and honesty 
of the elections on April 10.

Royalist party of Greece. It

fused to participate in the Sofouli« 
government. The National Political 
Union is a coalition 01 tnree ngm- 
wing but Republican parties. The 
Liberal party once was the largest 
party in Greece but has been split 
by factionalism.

One thing seems clear 
in the confusion: We will all be 
prosperous together, or not pros- 
perous together. To keep employ- 
ment and income high and to keep 
us working together is the main 
thing.; 


"My campaign will be run as a 
man who has been on a soldier's 
income. No one is running me as 
his special candidate. I am com- 
pletely dependent on my friends, 
who taken together, represent the 
whole community.

have become "such a strong coali- 
tion that it would have forced Eng- 


land to seek peace."

preparing to desert his Giant con- 
tract. 


Stoneham immediately dismissed 


Maglie, who was brought up from 
Jersey City last year, and 
then 


went down the list of players to 
determine whether anyone else had 
been negotiating with the lucrative 
Latins. 


Both Hausmann and Roy Zinner 


man, reserve first baseman, ad 
milted they had been in contact 
with Pasquel and Sloneham iired 
them wilh Ihc curt statement that 
"you no longer arc members of 
the Giants." 


"We don't want any players on 


this club," Stoneham said, 
"who 


arc negoliating wilh

ADVENTURES IN SPACE: The Story of Radar 


Monday, April 1, 1947 


No. 1: Reaching for the Moon 


BV DAVID DIETZ 


Science "Writer; Author of "Atornln 
iiiiTBy in the Coming- Era," Etc 


(Written /or NEA Service) 


(1) This .is the story of a miracle 


called Radar. . . . This is the story be- 
hind the story of that dramatic, breath- 
less moment on the wind-blown night of 
Jan. 10, 19-30, when one of man's wildest 
dreams came true: He received a mes- 
sage from the moon! . . . That was 
when a radar beam was sent to the 
moon from the U. S. Army Air Corps 
Station at Belmar, N. J., and returned 
to earth. 
Traveling 186,000 miles a 


second (the speed of lieht)'to the moon 


238,000 miles away, the radar message 
.came back in 2.4 seconds. The return 
message sounded like a low hum and 
made a wavy white line on Ihe black 
record sheet of the oscillograph. 


(2) Even before the present age of 


radar and atomic energy, scientists had 
speculaled on sending a beam of light 
to the moon. 
Theoretically a mighty 


searchlight could cast upon Ihe moon 
a bright spot which would be seen by 
the most powerful telescopes. 
(Tele- 


scopes now bring this dead, mountain- 
ous satellite of our earth within a visual 
distance of about 30 miles.) 
The'spot 


of light on the moon would have to be 


a few hundred icct wide to be visible. 
But to make a strong enough beam, the 
searchlight unfortunately would have to 
be several miles across. 


(3) Prior lo the birth of radar as a 


secret weapon of World War II, radio 
signals could not be sent far out from 
the earth's surface. Radio waves, which 
might have been directed loward the 
moon, would have been reflected back 
to earth by Ihe ionosphere. The iono- 
sphere is a layer of very thin air whose 
molecules are charged with electricity 
by 
radiation, from 
the sun. These 


charges drive radio waves back to the 
earth. 


(4) But radar well might be expected 


to perform peacetime wonders such as 
making contact with the moon. 
For 


radar's wartime miracles were hardly 
less startling. 
Using radar, warships 


.sailing in pitch darkness or fogs hit 
enemy vessels many miles away, square- 
ly amidships. 
The firing was dirccled 


by radar whose image showed Ihe ene- 
my vessel in clear oulline. 
Likewise 


radar spotted enemy planes or chore in- 
slallalions great distances away. 
Thus 


radar helped lo win the war for the 
United Nations.
